After experiencing problems both activating 
his Ventra card and loading value onto it from 
his Discover card and then being double- 
charged for some fares, CTA rider Barry Fin- 
kel began to wonder how susceptible his new 
transit account is to hacking. 

Finkel, who works in the information tech- 
nology field, was well aware that his Ventra 
smart card contains a radio frequency identi- 
fication chip, or RFID tag, which is used to 
transmit information— including the card’s 
i 6 -digit account number and its expiration 
date— to a Ventra reader on a CTA or Pace 
bus or a fare turnstile at a CTA rail station. 

But “I do not know from what distance that 
anyone with a portable RFID card reader can 
scan the card as it is in my pocket and read the 
information,” said Finkel, who fives in Beverly 

The answer is that passersby at virtually any 
location could be victimized by this form of 
“electronic pickpocketing,” according to cy- 
ber-security experts. But it’s not a threat yet, 
law enforcement officials said. 

Ventra cards as well as many other forms of 
smart cards outfitted with radio chips— rang- 
ing from credit and debit cards to hotel card 
keys to library cards to ID tags implanted 


in pets— can be read, and the information 
on them stolen, using card-scanning devices 
similar to the ones in stores, authorities said. 
The scanners can be purchased online with- 
out providing a retailer’s license or any other 
documentation that the machines will be 
used lawfully, officials said. 

Yet there is a wide variance of opinion 
among the experts regarding the risk to U.S. 
consumers, who carry around an estimated 
75 mUfion bank-issued payment cards contain- 
ing the RFID-enabled chips, according to the 
Smart Card Alliance, a trade association that 
promotes smart card technology. 

Stealing the information from a Ventra 
transit card would require the thief to create 
a counterfeit Ventra card and load the transit 
value from the compromised card onto it. Ex- 
perts agree it is not likely to manifest into a 
large-scale fraud operation. Some experts said 
a potentially more lucrative Ventra target is 
cards with the prepaid debit MasterCard ac- 
count activated, because those cards carry 
balances that can be used to make purchases 
other than CTA and Pace fares. 

CTA spokeswoman Tammy Chase said Ven- 
tra cards contain security features that are found 
widely in any bank card that has the RFID chip.

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happened in this situation because it might pro- 
vide the answer. It might not, but frequently it 
will give us a kernel that we can grow something 
from.” We wouldn’t have anyone do anything bad 
that we couldn’t back up. Withholding informa- 
tion, that’s all real. We have anecdotal evidence 
about the burning of records. Some [people] 
deny that, but then they would, wouldn’t they? 
The fact they didn’t give the girls any medica- 
tion, that’s backed up by documentary evidence 
and anecdotal evidence from girls who went to 
those places. One of the most pathetic [items] in 
terms of the defense, in Ireland some members 
of the clergy have come out and said, “We never 
sold babies to America; we just asked for a large 
donation.” What’s the difference?! I just burst 
out laughing when I heard that. Really? That’s 
your defense? Wow, you think people are really, 
really stupid. 

In the movie, Philomena wants to watch “Big 
Momma’s House." How often do you think Judi 
Dench watches that? 

I don’t think she does, but I know for a fact, 
because I read it in an interview, that one of her 
guilty pleasures is to watch “Dirty Dancing.” 

She’s seen that a lot. 

But not as much of a Martin Lawrence fan. 

I think Judi does like a bit of mainstream ro- 
mance, but no, I don’t think any Martin Law- 
rence film would be in her Top lo. 

I wonder if Martin Lawrence is a Judi Dench fan. 

If I was a betting man. I’d say it’s more likely to 
be that way around, than the other way around. 

What did you iearn from the whoie MPAA 
kerfuffie, with the debate about how many 
F-bombs are in the fiim? 

That sometimes rules that they have are incred- 
ibly inconsistent. I first said why these profani- 
ties were in context and why there’s this arbitrary 
number. In the rest of Europe, when they have 
ratings they just judge things on a case-by-case 
basis. And here they have these rules; You have 
more than one profanity, it’s an R. And you go, 
“Well, why do you have that rule?” Because they 
say, “Well, middle-American parents don’t like 
profanities.” “How do you know that?” “Well, 
we’ve done research.” And you go, “Well, if the 
research is, ‘How many times would you like to 
hear the word [bleep] in a film?’ they’re not going 
to go ‘Four, five, maybe.’ They’re going to say, ‘No 
times.’ ” 


Funnyman Steve Coogan 
dives into a serious story 
with ‘Philomena’ 


About six months ago, 
“Philomena” star Steve 
Coogan— the English ac- 
tor perhaps best known 
in America for roles in 
“Tropic Thunder” and 
“The Other Guys”-shot 
a pilot called “Doubt” 
in Chicago. He played 
a lawyer, mastered the 
Chicago accent and 
worked two weeks of 
1 8 -hour days. I tell him 
I’m sorry the show wasn’t 
picked up. 

“Yeah, I’m not,” he says, laughing even 
though he’s serious. “I didn’t knowhow 
well ‘Philomena’ was going to do, and if 
[‘Doubt’] had gotten picked up, I wouldn’t 
have been able to promote this film. And 
this is better than the pilot.” 

Though no one’s seen the show, the 
quality of “Philomena,” opening Wednes- 
day, speaks for itself Co-written by 
Coogan, the film takes inspiration from 
the true story of the titular Irish woman 
(played by Judi Dench), who along with an 
English journalist (Coogan) searches for 
the son the church forced her to give up 
for adoption and whose existence Philo- 
mena kept secret for 50 years. 

At the Waldorf Astoria Hotel, Coogan, 
48, talked about the film’s accuracy and 
controversy, whether Dench watches 
Martin Lawrence movies and what he 
learned from his victorious fight with the 
MPAA to get “Philomena” a PG-13 rating. 


In adapting a true story, can you 
remember any ideas that came up 
in conversation that didn’t feei 
right? Philomena becoming an 
ail-star basketball champion, 
maybe? 

[Laughs.] I would say [co- 
writer Jeff Pope] was happier 
to push it further, to invent 
things, and I was the one 
who would always say, “Well, 
let’s see what happened.

Preach somewhere else 


Around the holi- 
days, you could go to 
church or you could 
go to “Black Nativity,” 
a 90 -minute sermon 
posing as a movie. 

There’s noth- 
ing wrong with a 
film advocating gratitude and forgiveness, 
of course. But written and directed by Kasi 
Lemmons (“Eve’s Bayou”) from a play by 
Langston Hughes, the earnest, repetitive 
“Black Nativity” ignores original drama for the 
sake of superficial inspiration. Like a made-for- 
TV holiday special, it’s a hug from a stranger 
instead of a memorable night with the family 
In Baltimore, a woman (Jennifer Hudson, 
because this is a musical) who has to work 
on Christmas and apparently has no friends 
sends her teenage son, Langston (Jacob Lat- 
timore), to spend the holidays with grandpar- 
ents (Lorest Whitaker, Angela Bassett) he has 
never met. How and why she arranges this, 
rather than exploring alternatives to indirect- 
ly ending a decadeslong rift, I do not know. 
Soon Langston, named after Hughes, arrives 
in Harlem and has his bag stolen by some 
punk kid. Welcome to New York, buddy 
He also tries to return a man’s lost wallet 
and gets arrested anyway, one of the few times 
Lemmons depicts targeted points about 
modern race relations. Otherwise “Black 
Nativity” is a feel-good movie that rarely 
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bothers to be much of one, including songs 
about God and dismissing doubts about faith 
by essentially saying, “Look around and you’ll 
change your mind.” This type of emotion is 
not improved by lines like Reverend Cobbs 
(Whitaker) answering his grandson’s question 
of “What kind of parents are you?” with, 
“We’re the brokenhearted kind.” 

I know that musicals aren’t reaHty, but it’s 
still distracting when Hudson, whose vocal 
and physical performances don’t sync up, 
unleashes that amazing voice as a character 
who is sad and lonely and broke. Nasir “Nas” 
Jones adds little as a man on a bus who joins 
Langston in feeling like a motherless child, 
and the film’s biggest attempt at redemption 
mostly comes off as a massive coincidence. 

“This is my Christmas story,” says Langs- 
ton in voiceover toward the beginning. His 
tale — a young man searching for security and 
guidance without much family to provide 
it— deserves to be told. Anyone can value 
the importance of thinking before making a 
potentially life-changing mistake, and in a few 
minutes “Black Nativity” (which also features 
T^ese Gibson and MaryJ. BHge) better hon- 
ors black history than all of “Lee Daniels’ The 
Butler.” That’s not a tall bar to rise above.

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Just some good old 
straightforward action 


In “Carnage,” a 
schoolyard argument 
leads to sparring 
adults, but verbal 
attacks and Kate 
Winslet vomiting on 
a coffee table don’t 
quite qualify as a war. 

Things get considerably more heated in 
“Homefront.” After a young girl defends 
herself against a bully the guy’s meth-head 
mom (an effectively creepy Kate Bosworth) 
asks her brother, a drug dealer who goes by 
Gator (James Franco), to rough up the girl’s 
father, Phil Broker (Jason Statham). Naturally 
the drug community of this small Louisiana 
town doesn’t know that Phil is (of course) an 
ass-kicking ex-DEA agent who only moved 
there because it’s where his late wife grew 
up. When Gator breaks into Phil’s house and 
discovers his identity, the baddie attempts to 
give up his new enemy to a bigger, vengeance- 
seeking dealer in exchange for increased 
distribution. 

I know: I thought a guy named Gator 
would be nice and non-shady too. What kind 
of monster decapitates a stuffed animal? 

Unlike many of Statham’s lesser efforts, 
“Homefront” refrains from maximizing 
carnage and isn’t about the supposed fun 
of deadly revenge. Phil’s not even trying to 
expose the corrupt sheriff (Clancy Brown) or 
take down a major meth operation. He’s just 
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trying to protect his family, and defense plays 
a lot better than bloody offense. 

Phil’s not trying to change the world, and 
the movie definitely won’t either. It’s soUd and 
digestible, mostly keeping awkward corniness 
Oike Phil’s daughter discussing her vocabulary 
word of “grace” and saying she thinks her 
mom had it) to a minimum. Director Gary 
Fleder (“Runaway Jury”) provides useful 
local flavor— shot on location outside New 
Orleans, “Homefront” has the swampy feel 
necessary for the story’s depiction of long- 
held grudges and a neighborhood law that 
exists outside the law 

Adapting Chuck Logan’s novel, Sylvester 
Stallone wrote the script and initially planned 
the project for himself It’s a good match for 
Statham, though, allowing him a few soft mo- 
ments of loss and family when he’s not bust- 
ing heads. Franco, so fantastically odd as Alien 
in “Spring Breakers,” makes Gator deliber- 
ately inconsistent. Sometimes he’s menacing; 
sometimes he’s clearly out of his depth. 

What rarely falters is a steady, tonally suc- 
cessful depiction of various forms of family- 
related self-defense and adult bullies who 
never seem to know they’re beat until it’s too 
late.

To repeat: The time 
has come to can it 
with the princess sto- 
ries. Really. Disney’s 
latest animated musi- 
cal, “Frozen,” makes 
nice statements 
about sisterly bonds 
and romantic motivations; why must this be 
done in the shadow of a palace? 

That’s not the only question worth asking 
about a film (inspired by Hans Christian 
Andersen’s “The Snow Queen”) whose 
songs triumph over its story In a prologue, 
young princess Elsa (Idina Menzel) uses her 
unusual powers to create ice and snow and 
play with her little sis, Anna (Kristen Bell), 
who dehghtfully swoops and tumbles— until 
she gets hurt and their parents insist Elsa 
Ereezerhands hide her abilities forever. 

It’s not until years later, after the king and 
queen have drowned and Ms. Ereeze will 
be crowned, that her secret slips out of the 
questionably effective gloves that keep her 
skills under control. Why? Because she’s 
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ungloved and unsettled when Anna gets 
engaged to Hans (Santino Eontana), whom 
she met earlier that day 

When the couple ask if they can say some- 
thing crazy, I really thought they were going 
to follow it with, “Call me maybe?” 

The adventure that follows is ripped 
straight from the fairy-tale playbook of an 
ostracized monster and angry townspeople, 
with Elsa’s voluntary retreat to a self-made 
ice castle feeling like a reverse of the Rapun- 
zel framework in “Tangled.” 

Sorry, the notion of a girl who can make 
ice— and people unhappy about an unsea- 
sonably chilly summer— hardly rejuvenates 
the ordinary 

Eor obligatory and not very funny comic 
relief, there’s a goofy ice salesman named 
Kristoff (Jonathan Groff) who swears all 
men eat boogers, his pet reindeer Sven and a

talking snowman named Olaf voiced by Josh 
Gad (“The Rocker,” “Jobs”), who in much of 
his other work seems to think he’s playing an 
animated snowman anyway. 

When anyone breaks into song, however, 
“Erozen” makes you forget the typical shots 
of grand ballrooms and purty dresses or the 
silliness of people running from cold a la 
“The Day After Tomorrow ’’Written and 


co-directed by “Wreck-It Ralph” co-writer 
Jennifer Lee (who resorts to butt jokes and 
steals an ‘Arrested Development” punch- 
line), the film sometimes becomes a catchy 
tale of sibling miscommunication and hearts 
in need of some warmth. 

On that note: Count on many youngsters 
to walk out wondering, “Mommy, I love you, 
so why is Chicago so freaking cold?”

Three unpublished stories from reclusive author 
J.D. Salinger have been leaked online, with the 
source apparently an unauthorized book that sold 
on eBay BuzzFeed reported last week. 

It was difficult to trace the origin of the collec- 
tion, called “Three Stories;” the only known copies 
of the stories exist in research libraries at the Uni- 
versity of Texas and Princeton University according 
to BuzzFeed. 

The stories are called “The Ocean Full of Bowling 
Balls,” “Paula,” and “Birthday Boy” 

The book appears to be one of those in a 25-copy 
compilation of the stories privately printed without 
Salinger’s permission in London in 1999. The stories 
leaked on the Internet appeared as a PDF scan of 
that book. 

BuzzFeed quoted Salinger scholar Kenneth Slaw- 
enski as saying the works are indeed from the author, 
best known for his 1951 novel “Catcher in the Rye.” 

According to Reddit, scans of the stories taken

from the unauthorized book first appeared on an 
invitation-only file-sharing site. But they later were 
available on a handful of sites. 

The story “The Ocean Full of Bowling Balls” is 
seen as a prequel to “Catcher.” It is about Kermeth 
Caulfield, the younger brother of “Catcher” protag- 
oiust Holden Caulfield and the model for the char- 
acter AUie in the book. 

The story is only available at the Princeton library 
to scholars who are supervised by library staff Under 
terms of the arrangement, it cannot be published un- 
til 2060, Salinger scholars have said.

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Tast & Furious’ actor 
Paul Walker killed in crash 


T ribune newspapers 

Actor Paul Walker, who gained fame as an 
undercover detective in the hugely success- 
ful “The Fast and the Furious” franchise, was 
lulled Saturday in a car accident in Valencia, 
Calif, his representatives confirmed. 

The single-vehicle coUision occurred at 
about 3:30 p.m. local time. Authorities arrived 
to find a vehicle engulfed in flames. Two peo- 
ple in the vehicle were pronounced dead at 
the scene. The cause of the collision is under 
investigation. 

According to a statement on his Twitter 
account. Walker, 40, was attending a charity 
event to aid Filipino victims of Typhoon Flai- 
yan for his organization Reach Out World- 
wide, formed in 2010 as a quick-response first- 
aid organization. 

“It is with a truly heavy heart that we must 
confirm that Paul Walker passed away today 
in a tragic car accident while attending a 
charity event for his organization Reach Out 
Worldwide,” the statement read. 

Officials with the Los Angeles County cor- 


oner’s office said they were still at the scene 
and could not confirm the names of either 
victim. 

Representatives with Universal Pictures 
confirmed Walker’s identity and released a 
statement: 

‘All of us at Universal are heartbroken. 
Paul was truly one of the most beloved and 
respected members of our studio family for 
14 years, and this loss is devastating to us, 
to everyone involved with the FAST AND 
FURIOUS films, and to countless fans. We 
send our deepest and most sincere condo- 
lences to Paul’s family” 

In the “Fast and Furious” pictures, the 
blond-haired, blue-eyed actor played Brian 
O’Conner, a law enforcement official. 

The first movie in the series, which stars 
Vin Diesel, was released in 2001, and a sev- 
enth was in development at the time of 
Walker’s death, Universal, the studio behind 
the franchise, said in a statement. The most 
recent film, released in May was one of this 
year’s biggest box office hits.
